An 
outstanding  player  among  the  most  able 
athletes  Spring  Hill  has  ever  placed  upon 
the  gridiron.  W.  C.  was  always  depend- 
able, a  driving  linesman,  a  sure  tackier. 
As  alternate-Captain  of  the  conference 
leading  Badgers  he  was  the  bulwark  of  the 
Purple  forward  wall.  It  was  when  the 
going  was  hardest  that  "Deb"  was  at  his 
best  and  as  an  interceptor  of  passes  he 
has  yet  to  meet  his  peer  in  the  "Little 
Conference".  As  a  triumphant  climax  to 
a  brilliant  football  career  he  was  selected 
as  center  on  the  Mythical  AU-S.  I.  A.  A. 
and  received  mention  on  the  All-Southern. 
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EDGAR  LOVELL,  Fullback 
Although,  not  the  bulky  type  of  full- 
back, Edgar  is  a  hard  line  plunger  that 
makes  things  fly  when  he  comes  their  way. 
Only  a  sophomore,  yet  plenty  is  expected 
from  him  during  his  next  two  years  for  he 
made  more  than  his  share  of  the  touch- 
downs this  year.  When  this  big  gun  of  the 
Hill  battery  swings  into  action,  look  out, 
for  it  will  take  more  than  one  to  stop  him. 


WARREN  AITKENS,  Quarterback 
"Legs"  can  run  and  pass  to  say  nothing 
of  his  ability  to  boot  the  pigskin.  Warren 
is  one  of  the  best  field  generals  the  Hill 
can  boast  of  because  he  seems  to  run  just 
the  right  play  at  the  right  time  and  that 
is  what  it  takes  to  make  them.  When 
"Legs"  is  back  there  calling  signals  the 
team  knows  everything  is  all  right.  The 
story  at  Auburn  would  probably  have  been 
different  if  he  had  been  left  on  his  feet. 
This  is  our  captain  for  next  year — he  is  of 
the  best. 


JOE  BILGERE,  Quarterback 
Joe  was  perhaps  the  fastest  man  on  the 
team.  His  specialty  was  making  long  runs 
on  the  first  play  of  the  game.  In  the  first 
game  he  troted  around  left  end  for  sixty 
yards  and  a  touchdown.  The  second  game, 
same  play,  he  raced  down  the  field  for 
fifty-five  yards.  In  the  Auburn  game, 
he  was  put  out  for  good  with  a  busted 
ankle.  Such  big  things  are  expected  of  Joe 
next  year  that  he  was  elected  alternate 
captain  of  the  team. 
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BURNETT  MABRY,  Fullback 
"Honest  B"  is  one  of  those  hard  driving 
backs  who  sweeps  everything  before  him. 
He  has  proven  that  his  ponderous  bulk 
is  a  battering  ram  to  be  feared  by  any 
team.  He  is  a  consistent  ground  gainer, 
and  when  only  a  yard  or  two  was  needed 
for  a  touchdown  or  first  down,  he  was 
usually  the  one  called  upon  to  deliver  the 
goods.  His  motto  seems  to  be,  hit  it  low 
and  hit  it  hard. 


HARRY  MATTEI,  Halfback 
Harry's  ability  was  not  recognized  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season  but  when  he  did 
get  in  there  he  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
sweetest  running  backs  that  could  boast 
-of  a  purple  and  white  uniform.  It  seemed 
that  toward  the  end  of  the  season  he  was 
trying  to  make  up  for  that  time  he  lost  at 
the  beginning.  Harry  has  two  more  years 
with  the  team  and  should  develope  into  one 
of  the  most  elusive  ball  toters  that  ever 
lined  up  on  the  Hill  gridiron. 


EARL  MATTINA,  Halfback 
"Oily",  that  was  Earl's  middle  name  for 
he  could  slip  through  holes  in  the  line  that 
seemed  to  be  plugged  up.  And  when  he 
skirted  the  ends  they  had  to  be  of  the 
best  to  stop  him.  The  season  was  almost 
ruined  for  him  by  a  game  leg  but  when  he 
was  in  the  game  he  showed  them  what  it 
was  to  use  the  "A"  formation  success- 
fully. He  sways  from  the  hips  all  the 
time  and  has  a  good  change  of  pace. 
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JAY  FEORE,  End 
"Jay",  serving  his  second  year  with  the 
Badgers,  proved  a  star  the  first  part  of  the 
season  but  was  hampered  by  injuries  the 
last  few  games.  Nevertheless,  he  was  in 
there  fighting  the  best  he  could  and  al- 
ways seemed  to  be  in  the  breach  when  the 
ball  came  that  way.  When  the  ball  came 
around  "Jay's"  end  the  play  was  sure  to 
be  smeared  for  he  always  seemed  to  be 
there  at  just  the  right  time. 


BILL  MURRAY,  Halfback 
Here  is  another  All-S.  I.  A.  A.  man.  Bill 
has  played  his  last  year  for  the  Badgers 
but  his  name  will  live  long  in  the  memory 
of  the  students  and  fans.  He  proved  him- 
self an  excellent  performer  in  the  back 
garden.  Had  it  not  been  for  Bill's  "edu- 
cated toe"  many  of  the  victories  of  the 
past  season  would  have  been  turned  into 
ties  or  losses.  The  most  notable  example 
of  this  is  when  he  kicked  the  goal  for  a 
7-6  win  over  Birmingham-Southern. 


HENRY  ALEXANDER,  Guard 
"Alex"  will  ever  be  remembered  for  his 
playing  in  the  Auburn  game.  He  seemed 
to  spend  more  time  in  the  Auburn  back- 
field  than  in  his  own  line.  Whether  at 
guard  or  fullback,  he  was  always  in  the 
game  showing  that  fine  spirit  that  made 
him  invaluable  to  the  team.  "Alex",  al- 
though steady,  was  at  times  spectacular 
and,  even,  when  it  seemed  he  would  have 
to  be  carried  off  the  field,  would  stay  in 
there  and  prove  a  thorn  in  the  side  of  the 
opponents. 
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STAG  FOSTER,  Tackle 
This  bulwark  of  the  line  was  a  power 
that  the  opponents  had  to  reckon  with  and 
not  a  team  escaped  his  tireless  onslaught. 
Few  plays  were  run  over  him  by  the  op- 
ponents, and  often,  by  his  powerful  drives, 
he  would  get  in  their  backfield  and  break 
up  the  plays  before  they  could  be  formed. 
On  the  offensive,  he  would  rip  open  the 
opponents  line  to  clear  the  way  for  the 
ball  carriers. 


WALTER  GIBBONS,  End 
Walt  Gibbons,  our  elongated  terminal 
man,  spangled  the  season  with  his  beautiful 
play  at  the  end  position.  His  huge  hands 
makes  him  an  adept  on  the  receiving  end 
of  every  aerial  attack,  and  his  vicious  tack- 
ling usually  wrecks  havoc  with  the  enemy 
ball  toting  cavalry.  Gib's  broken-field  run- 
ning ability  was  successfully  demonstrated 
in  the  Vanderbilt  University  encounter, 
and  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  loyal 
Hill  supporters  will  forget  the  spectacular 
7-6  victory  over  Birmingham-Southern  for 
which  he  was,  undoubtedly,  largely  re- 
sponsible. 


OLIVER  KUPPERSMITH,  End 
Ollie  Kuppersmith,  the  most  versatile 
gridster  on  the  varsity  roster,  successfully 
upheld  his  record  as  a  capable  utility  man 
by  playing  end,  tackle  and  guard  in  the 
various  college  encounters.  This  wiry  Mo- 
bilian  is  perhaps  the  most  able  defensive 
player  on  the  purple  grid  machine.  Addi- 
tional experience,  added  weight  and  that 
"never  say  die"  spirit  should  make  Ollie 
one  of  our  best  for  the  coming  season. 
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ROSS  SCHILLECI,  Guard 
"Taters"  was  not  a  spectacular  player, 
but  was  always  dependable.  His  massive 
bulk  and  strength  will  be  missed  in  the 
line  next  year  as  he  has  proved  a  veritable 
stone  wall  against  which  the  opponents 
would  wear  themselves  down.  When 
"Mac"  was  in  there,  he  let  them  know  that 
they  had  one  of  the  hardest  fighters  on 
the  team  to  contend  with. 


CHARLES  RICHARDS,  Tackle 
Six  feet  six  inches  of  brawn,  fighting 
ability  and  stamina  characterized  this  Bes- 
semer gridster's  first  year  on  the  Hill 
eleven.  A  sophomore  and  consequently 
playing  his  first  year,  Charley  has  made  a 
record  to  be  envied  by  the  oldest  varsity 
performer.  Richards  participated  in  the 
full  schedule  of  seven  games  without  be- 
ing removed  from  active  play  in  the  for- 
ward wall  and  next  year  should  point  the 
way  to  an  even  greater  season. 


DENNY  SULLIVAN,  Tackle 
Denny  Sullivan,  titan-haired  Irich  tackle 
of  the  1929  varsity  machine,  although  on 
the  side-lines  for  the  major  portion  of  the 
1930  season  because  of  an  appendicitis 
operation,  certainly  displayed  his  own  pe- 
culiar type  of  fire-works  during  the  few 
embroglios  into  which  he  was  allowed  to 
enter.  His  indomitable  spirit  and  un- 
quenchable thirst  for  action  again  charac- 
terized his  play  and  the  1931  eleven  is 
certain  to  be  greatly  strengthened  by  his 
eligibility  for  a  full  season's  play. 
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FRESHMAN  FOOTBALL 


To  an  outsider  glancing  over  the  record  of  the  Spring  Hill  frosh  on  the  gridiron 
during  the  1930  season  the  results  would  seem  rather  disappointing.  True  as  it  is 
that  the  first  year  men  accomplished  more  than  that  given  credit  to  them  by  the 
that  the  first  year  men  accomplished  more  than  that  given  dredit  to  them  by  the 
newspapers  for  their  games  played.  Southern  Military  Academy  of  Greensboro, 
Alabama,  defeated  the  frosh  21-6,  the  Loyola  frosh  took  them  down  by  the  score  of 
20-0  and  the  baby  Panthers  of  Birmingham-Southern  turned  them  back  by  the  score 
of  21-0. 

The  defeats  of  the  Baby  Badgers  lose  any  significance  when  it  is  taken  into  con- 
sideration that  their  great  work  of  the  season  was  offering  opposition  to  the  varsity 
eleven  of  1930  which  repeated  as  champions  in  the  S.  I.  A.  A.  Day  after  day  the 
lowly  frosh  scrimmaged  their  heavier  school-mates  in  whipping  them  into  shape  for 
their  conference  and  non-conference  foes.  With  much  promising  material  to  work 
with  Athletic  Director  Mike  Donahue  experimented  freely  with  his  men  in  an  effort 
to  place  them  where  they  functioned  best  that  they  might  step  more  easily  into  a  place 
on  the  Hill  varsity.  The  work  of  the  squad  as  a  whole  was  so  well  done  that  it  would 
be  unfair  to  pick  any  individuals  for  brilliant  performance  during  the  season. 

And  while  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  season  of  competition  for  the  frosh  was 
not  very  successful,  it  must  also  be  admitted  that  they  deserve  great  praise  for  their 
part  in  shaping  the  championship  varsity  of  1930.

The  Spring'  Hill  Badgers,  although  possessing  this  year  one  of  the  greatest  nines 
in  its  history,  were  unable  to  establish  their  true  standing  in  Southern  college  base- 
ball due  to  the  lack  of  intercollegiate  games  on  their  schedule. 

Last  year's  team  which  went  through  a  most  successful  season  was  practically 
intact  for  the  1931  season  with  Bob  Douville,  ace  of  the  1930  hurling  staff  the  only 
man  lost  by  graduation.  However,  with  Lou  Kurhan,  portside  hurler  pitching  in  great 
form,  and  with  two  brilliant  soph  pitchers,  "Slim"  Richards  and  Eddie  Lovell,  the  Hill 
hurling  staff  proved  a  formidable  asset  to  the  team.  Huyett,  another  sophomore  and 
Ross  Schilleci,  a  second  year  man  on  the  team,  carried  the  burden  behind  the  plate. 

"Bullet  Joe"  Bilgere  at  third,  Mickie  Bellande  at  shortstop,  and  Earl  Mattina 
at  first  base  played  their  second  year  in  their  positions  with  Bob  Tucker,  holding 
down  the  keystone  sack  for  the  third  year  in  a  row.  This  quartet,  with  experience 
and  ability  in  its  favor  turned  in  some  classy  baseball  performances.  "Memphis  Bill 
Murray  and  Hays  Zieman,  three  year  men,  and  Warren  Aitkens  a  second  year  man, 
roamed  the  outer  garden  in  brilliant  fashion. 

The  Badgers  went  over  to  Pensacola  to  open  up  the  season  against  the  Boston 
Red  Sox,  big  league  outfit  there'  for  the  spring  season.  With  Kurhan  on  the  mound 
the  Hillians  gave  the  boys  from  the  big  show  a  warm  contest  although  they  were  de- 
feated by  the  score  of  4-1.  The  Baltimore  Orioles  were  next  tackled  in  Gulfport,  and 
in  another  close  contest  the  Badgers  were  defeated  by  the  score  of  3-1.  Eddie  Lovell 
and  Lou  Kurhan  performed  in  brilliant  fashion  on  the  mound  for  the  Badgers. 

The  following  week  the  Hill  nine  went  over  to  Biloxi  to  engage  the  Washington 
Senators  who  defeated  them  by  the  score  of  7-3.  Richards  went  the  entire  route  for 
the  Hillians  in  a  game  much  closer  than  the  score  indicates.  The  Badgers  completed 
their  major  and  minor  league  engagements  with  a  contest  with  the  Mobile  Marines, 
Southern  League  outfit.  By  virtue  of  late  inning  rallies  the  Marines  emerged  vic- 
torious over  the  Hillians  by  an  8-5  score. 

Although  the  Badgers  failed  to  cop  any  contests  from  their  major  and  minor 
league  opponents  they  attracted  much  attention  and  received  much  praise  from  big 
league  scouts  in  the  South.  Bellande,  Hill  shortstop,  in  particular  received  the  praise 
of  scouts  for  his  classy  fielding  and  heavy  hitting. 

The  University  of  Alabama  came  to  Mobile  as  a  highly  touted  baseball  aggre- 
gation to  play  the  Badgers  in  a  two  game  series.  With  Lovell  on  the  mound  in  the 
first  game  the  Badgers  easily  defeated  the  Crimson  Tide  by  the  score  of  5-2,  Ala- 
bama, scoring  both  their  runs  in  the  final  inning.  The  second  game  went  to  the 
Badgers  with  ease  by  the  score  of  8-2.  Kurhan  turned  in  a  brilliant  performance  on 
the  mound. 

It  is  significant  that,  playing  for  the  only  time  during  the  season  against  a 
college  outfit  the  Badgers  did  not  find  it  difficult  to  break  into  the  win  column.  It 
is  unfortunate  that  the  1931  baseball  nine,  which  was  certainly  a  great  aggregation, 
did  not  undertake  an  extensive  intercollegiate  schedule.
